This inclu ded 539 traffic deaths, 
82 fire deaths and 104 deaths at­ 
tribu ted to a v ariety o f o ther ac- 
cidental cau ses. 
The all-time high fo r accidental 
deaths du ring a fo u r-day Christ­ 
mas ho liday perio d—789 —was at­ 
tained in 19 51. The reco rd fo r traf- 
iic fatalities—555—was set du r­ 
ing the fo u r-day Christmas ho li­ 
day perio d in 19 36. 
Natio nal Safety Co u ncil statistics 
fo r the first 11 mo nths o f 
19 52 
sho wed that traffic deaths av er­ 
aged 102 fo r ev ery 24 ho u rs. This 
inclu ded v ictims who died o f in­ 
ju ries day s o r weeks after they 
were inju red. 
Nineteen Misso u rians died v io ­ 
lently du ring the lo ng weekend, 
18 o f them in traffic mishaps.
